In 2008 Wallowa had a per capita personal income (PCPI) of $32,344. This PCPI ranked 19th in the state and was 89 percent of the state average, $36,365, and 81 percent of the national
average, $40,166. The 2008 PCPI reflected an increase of 5.2 percent from 2007. The 2007-2008 state change was 1.8 percent and the national change was 2.( percent. In 1998 the PCPI of
Wallowa was $20,378 and ranked 25th in the state.
